a. Applicant argues that " Hamada does not discloses non-simulated real space " . According to applicant's argument, an object in "no- 
simulated real space" is an object in "an actual world"; and the applicant's actual world as discribed in his specification includes data 
objects such as selected text document capture image, user profile and so on which, make this claim very broad. Hamada's reference 
deary discloses a system, product and method for procesing and presenting a plurality of mutltimedia data object in the actual world 
interactively such as text, graphic, image and sound including mutiple input devices such as VTR, video camera, audio tape, and so on 
(FIG. 3, col. 19, lines 56-67; col. 20, lines 1-5; col. 33, lines 55-59). Therfore the examiner interpretes these data objects of Hamada's 
reference as data objects in an non-simulated real space/actual world. The examiner disagrees with the applicant since, these elements 
of hamada's reference meet the claimed limitation of the claim. 

b. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, one would have been motivated to combine these two reference in order efficiently store and control 
multimedia information of text graphics, image, video and sound (Hamada; col. 9, lines 18-26; col. 34, lines 3-12).
